His is really a 
complex and dangerous task, dealing with an 
army of human men and workers, 
worried by ten thousand details of machinery 
and equipment, responsible for a billion par- 
ticulars of price, discount, rebates on paper, 
ink, leather, cloth—my: head whirls with the 
enormity of it! Words won’t express it! 

And Richardson walks around amid it all as 
cool as a cucumber, a pleasant smile upon his

lips and seemingly unconcerned. 
soft and pleasant and never a hasty word 
comes out of his mouth. He reads the thoughts 
of Philosopher Plato and quotes Greek history 
after he has been pounded by warring dele- 
gations, pestered by applicants for place, 
hounded by political leg;pullers all the live- 
long day. When the newspapers attack him, 
when legislature jump on him, the school 
people go after him, delegations ‘ him, 
his face is smooth and calm, his spirit un- 
ruffled by the squall. He answers them with 
reasons and those who come to scoff remain 
to pray. 

But where he deserves gratitude is for this: 
he has accomplished the impossible by reduc- 
ing the cost of State printing. I don’t know 
how he does it, it is too deep and wide for me. 
Thé proof of the pudding is in the eating. I 
only know that the publications formerly cost- 
ing us 15 cents we now get for a nickel; that 
every State textbook on the list has been re- 
duced in manufacturing cost from one-quarter 
to one-half; that free school books costing the 
State a quarter of a million*dollars during the 
past year but for him would have swamped 
thé whole enterprise with a prohibitive bill 
approaching a million. When [ think of this, 
he looks like Hercules instead of plain Richard- 
son.—Edward Hyatt, State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in the Western Journal of

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STUDY IT WELL i 


HE proposed bond issue for returned 
soldiers is one that California voters 

must understand thoroughly before the 

election in November. When it is so 
understood, there is no patrioti¢ citizen who 
can consistently vote against the plan. It is 
not wise to-confuse the minds of. the voters 
with all of its details just at this time for the 
reason that the primary election is taking 
much of their time and thought and there will 
be several months in which they can be in- 
formed on what is proposed. 

It should be understood that the two soldier 
proposals to appear on the ballot in November, 
will not cost the taxpayers of California a 
nickle and on the other hand will make it 
possible for thousands of former soldiers to 
help themselves by building homes and in- 
creasing the wealth of the state. It would be 
a calamity for Californians not to support the 
plans as prepared. There will be many op- 
portunities to explain all of the details later 
but let it be kept strietly in mind that this is 
not a bond issue in the usual acceptance of the 
term, sinee it will not call upon the people to 
pay the obligation. The soldiers will pay it 
themselves, with interest and at the same time 
they will be inereasing the material wealth of 
the state and will be fostering the spirit of 
patriotic Americanism that is so vitally needed 
in the country today in combating the forces 
that would break down American institutions.

IN ONE LIFETIME 


T was arranged to have all the telephones 
in the United States stop one minute 
during the funeral of Alexander 
Graham Bell. Such a demonstration is 

impressive in the magnitude of the thirteen 
million telephones thus hushed in memory of 
their inventor, but it is perhaps even more 
significant in the brévity ‘of the silence. 

One minute is probably as long as the 
world can dare risk without tele- 
phones. In another minute conflagratious 
would begin to burn up our towns, sick and 
injured persons would begin to die of neglect, 
and riot and disorder would find no check. 
Even to eatch up the arrears of that minute 
hundreds of thousand of girls would have to 
work frantically for several minutes. An hour 
of it would have thrown life into confusion, 
and an indefinite suspension would involve a 


modern 


‘ slowing up of all civilized activities to half 


speed, or less. The telephone has become al- 
most as essential as the air. 

And yet the inventor of it is only just dead 
at the moderate age of 75. Any one fifty 
years old can remember a telephoneless world, 
and even youngsters of 40 can remember when 
the telephone was a rarity, playing no im- 
portant part in ordinary affairs. The inventor 
of the telephone saw it develop from speaking 
to the next room to speaking across the con- 
tinent, and watched the beginning of its wure- 
less rival, which broadcasts one voice a thou- 
sand miles and magnifies it at.a receiver so 
that huge audiences can hear. Distance has 
been abolished as a factor in human speech. 
Any person in the United States is within ear- 
shot of any other. “There is no speech, nor 
language, where their voice is not heard. And 
one man’s work, in one lifetime, worked this 


transformation. 
A “‘The trouble with him is that he can’t 

forget the last ball.’’ In a nutshell, 
that explains a good many failures. 

When people begin living over the past to 
the extent they harp on it, means that they 
are just about ‘‘through.’’ <A lot of fellows, 
even at the youthful age of 35 or 40, begin 
talking about what they did 5, 10, 15 or 29 
years ago. They boast about old-time accom- 
plishments, which usually ‘is a sure sign that 
subconsciously they realize they are through 
accomplishing. ; 

Falling back on ones past—self-admiration 
about a previous record—is a violation of the 
modern code that rates a man by what he is 
doing today, not yesterday. Attention and 
fortune go to the man who is making a new 
record. The old record is aneient history, be- 
ing forgotten. 

The opposite of this law is working in the 
case of the tennis player. He is playing in 
bad form because he is brooding too much on 
the last ball—past mistakes. : 

It doesn’t matter how many mistakes you 
have made, if you can conyince the world that 
you have profited by them. Experience is 
invaluable, yet it is nothing more than a 
chain of mistakes. Normally, a man is for- 
tunate in having made mistakes, for the agony 
is over and he is not apt to make them again. 

This is today, not yesterday. The past is 
gone. Forget it—San Bernardino Telegram.

Santa Fe officials, graduates of 
train and engine forces, yesterday 
manned locomotives on the desert 
and transcontinental mail and pas- 
senger traffic was resumed.

rived here on time yesterday. From 
Barstow officials were in the loco- 
motive cab, although the original 
train crew ‘continued on to Needles 
—the eastern end of their run. The 
limited left Needles late last night 
manned completely by officials. 

Second relief train, carrying 300 
passengers, delayed at Seligman 
since Thursday afternoon, arrived at 
the station at 8:30 o’clIock last night. 

Two more refef trains of 16 cars 
each, carrying the last of the de- 
layed passengers, arrived in San 
Bernardino at 5:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

Water Train is Operated 

During the day Santa Fe officials 
operated a water train from New- 
berry, a tank station, to Ludlow 
and Bagdad, where the entire popu- 
lace of the two towns depend en- 
tirely on the water train for drink- 
ing water. Another official-manned 
train made a run to Ashfork from 
Phoenix, Ariz., carrying ice and milk 
to the 275 adults and 50 children 
who were marooned at Ashfork by 
the walkout of the Big Four. 

“We hope to get the California 
Intmited through to Chicago,” said 
Trainmaster E. E..McCarty last 
night. “We have been instructed 
by General Manager I. L. Hibbard 
that trains are to be operated.” 

More than a score of officials, all 
of whom rode for years in locomo- 
tive cabs, have been called into duty 
to operate the passenger trains.

WHAT SENIORITY MEANS TO 

SHOPMEN 

Seniority in railroad employment 
is dependent upon length of service, 
says “Railroad Data,” in explaining 
one of the chief points at issue in 
the railroad shopmen’s strike. In the 
case of railroad shopmen there are 
three main points of importance in 
seniority rules: 

1—Choice of jobs within the terri- 
tory affected (terminal or shops). The 
senior workmen, that is, those who 
have been in the employ of the rail- 
road the longest time, are given first 
choice of the better positions. 

2—As to tenure of position when 
reductions in the working forces are 
made, junior men are laid off first, 
and the senior men last. 

38—Preference in re-employment, 
After men have been laid off, they 
are taken back in the order of sen- 
jority, and no new labor is employ- 
ed until former employes, who so 
wish, have been returned to their 
positions.

C. D. Van Wie, county tax colleg- 
tor, in a brief, but forceful talk 
before nearly 200 members of the 
Ontario Political Club in dinner 
meeting at the Hotpoint Club last 
night, made a strong plea for the 
breaking of union labor domina- 
tion. 

The same. plea was made by 
Glenn D. Smith, who as president 
of the club and chairman of the 
evening, pointed out that the 
principles involved in the coming 
county election are of vital im- 
portance to the entire nation. 

In his talk, Mr. Van Wie re- 
cited how he had been marked 
for defeat at the hands of the 
unions, because he had refused 
the demands of a union labor boss 
that he as tax collector deposit 
in a bank, which he considered 
unsafe and which was controlled 
by the unions, large sums of 
county money. 

The speaker recited instances of 
the deplorable situation in San 
Bernardino at present as a result 
of the railroad strike, giving «s 
an example the efforts of the 
unionists to bring about the dis- 
charge of an efficient young 
woman clerk in his office for the 
simple reason that her father-in- 
law had refused to walk out on 
strike. 

Mr. Van Wie gave his un- 
qualified endorsement to Bert 
Allen, incumbent, for the office 


of county assessor, and to sheriff}. 


Walter A. Shay, whom’he de- 
elared the unions had marked to 
“‘get’’. He pointed out that in 
an effort to bolster up their 
ticket, the unionists had also en- 
dorsed a number of good men, 
who had not sought and who did 
not welcome the endorsement, 
mentioning Judge Benjamin F. 
Warmer, Harry Allison and 
others. In closing he called atten- 
tion to the fact that all county 
offices with the exception of that 
of district attorney will be setfled 
at the primary August 29, and 
urged his hearers for that reason 
to work for a full vote at that 
time. : 

The tandidacy of Van Wie was 
unanimously endorsed by last 
night’s gathering of substantial 
and representative men and wo- 
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ed also to be. contemplating the 
purchase of the three-story build- 
ing, a portion of which is oc- 
cupied by the music store and 
which is owned by the People’s 
Mutual Building and Loan As- 
ociation.

Fix Amounts To Be Raised 


To fix the amount of money 
to be raised by taxation for 
running the affairs of the city 
and paying off its bonded indebt- 
edness during the coming year, 
an ordinance was given first read- 
ing’ last night before the city 
council in adjourned regular ses- 
sion.
